OF HORSES

VISALIA, May 22 — With the 
forecast of larger numbers of mos- 
quitoes and flies being present in 
the valley this summer, the possi- 
bility of greater exposure to en- 
cephalomyelitis (sleeping sick- 
ness) is imminent, according to 
Dr. R. B. Barsaleu, president of 
the Tulare County Veterinary 
Medical Association.

“Have you ever considered 
collision coverage?” I asked 
Mrs. Martel as we were review- 
ing her automobile insurance. 

“Yes,” she said, “I used to 
carry it before I moved here, 
But I took a chance last year 
and it worked out that I saved 
some money.” 

“That’s true,” I replied, ‘but 
how long do you think your 
luck will hold? 

I continued. ‘‘There’s one ad- 
vantage of collision coverage 
that you’ve possibly never con- 
sidered. Suppose another car 
does $200 damage to yours. The 
driver says he will see that you 
get the money, but he fails to 
send it.

WEBWORMS 
APPEARING IN 


COTTON FIELDS — 


By Alan G. George, Farm Advisor 
VISALIA, May 22 — Beet army- 


worms, or more commonly known 
as webworms, are appearing in 
numbers on cotton at this time. 

The larvae or worm stage of 
this pest is about the same color 
as the cotton foliage with a dark- 
er, mid+dorsal stripe and lateral 
light stripe. The matured worm 
is 1 to 1% inches long. 

Eggs of the beet armyworm are 
usually laid on the under surface 
of the leaves in a mass covered

Out- 
breaks of these worms, which 
sketetonize the leaves and defo- 
liate plants, occur in May and 
late July or August. | 

The early brood can have a se- 
rious effect on small plants but 
generally not enough injury is 
done to require control.

Beet armyworms can be easily 
controlled with DDT as a spray 
or dust; however, growers should 
consider the effect. of treatment 
on predators and the mite popu- 
lations.

the plague was to our ancestors, 
it is no respecter of sex, age, or 
economic condition. The public 
knows so little about it, except 
that it can be both painful and 
deadly, that those who fear their 
bodies have been invaded by it 
frequently seek blindly for any 
treatment which promises relief. 

As a result, the field of cancer 
diagnosis and treatment has been 
invaded by a flock of “human vul- 
tures’, intent upon fattening 
themselves upon human misery 
and death. These charlatans claim 
their medicines, methods, skills or 
machines will effectively treat or 
cure cancer, and so fasten them- 
selves on their gullible victims. 

To put a stop to this deplorable 
racket, a bill was introduced in 
our 1957 session to establish a 
Cancer Council in our state de- 
partment of public health, to give 
this council power to investigate 
all claimed cancer remedies, and 
also power to issue ‘“‘cease and de- 
sist’’ orders against any persons 
whose claims for their cancer rem- 
edies are disproved, and to have 
such orders backed up by our 
courts. The principles of the bill 
were supported by both the Cali- 
fornia Medical Association andi the 
California Osteopathic Association, 
as well as by several voluntary 
health organizations. 

The bill passed the Assembly, 
but was held in the Senate. The 
hearings on the measure conduct- 
ed by the Senate committee on 
public health pointed up the con- 
tradictory facts that on the one 
hand, enactment of the bill would 
not touch at all certain types of 
fraudulent and dangerous practic- 
es, while on the other, it might 


interfere seriously with promising 


research into the true causes and 
best treatment of cancer. 


As a result, the bill was refer-

It defines a med- 
ical quack as one who defrauds 
the public by misrepresenting the 
curative virtues of his treatment 
for disease, builds false hopes in 
his “‘patients’’, and frequently de- 
prives them of the opportunity to 
get really helpful treatment. 


On the basis of its preliminary 
study, the committee came to the 
conclusion that ‘‘medical quack- 
ery in general, and cancer quack- 
ery in particular’ exist today in 
California to a degree substanti- 
ally detrimental to the citizens, 
and are even on the increase. ‘‘The 
committee will not be diverted 
from finding an adequate weapon 
to effectively eliminate the char- 
latan who traffics in human life 
and health for personal gain.”

Spacing Of Cotton Is Im portant 


For Later Growth,

Weed Control, Says Farm Advisor

VISALIA, May 22—Where thin- 
ning of cotton is planned, it 
should be delayed until losses due 
to seedling diseases are over or the 
stand may be further reduced. 

In producing high cotton yields 
for best machine picking efficien- 
cy, it is important to maintain a 
relatively high plant population 
per acre, Results of cotton plant 
population studies have shown 
that cotton plant spacing is not 
too critical with respect to yield 
within certain limits.. For most 
Soils, -the average spacing of plants 
from 2% to eight inches will give 
near maximum yields. This would 


000 (2%”’) plants per acre. 


000 to 50,000 plants per acre is 
about optimum for best production 
and mechanical picking efficiency. 
This is a plant on an average of 
3 to.4 inches apart. 

Though cotton yields may not 
be affected within certain plant 
population limits, there is a rela- 
tionship between spacing, plant 
growth characteristics, and ma- 
chine picking efficiency, according 
to George. 

Some of the possible advantages 
of closer spacing are: Increased 
machine picking efficiency, ac- 
cording to George. 

Some of the possible advantages 
of closer spacing are: Increased 
yields when Verticillium Wilt is 
a problem. 

Higher plant populations reduc- 
es the length of lateral branching 
particularly in the lower part of 
the plant, which makes it easier 
to- machine pick. Closer spaced 
plants also causes the first fruit- 
ing node to be higher on the stalk 
from the ground which also gives 
higher picking efficiency. Small 
close spaced 
plants are easier to dispose of af- 
ter harvest. 

A higher plant population may 
also decrease late season weed 
growth because of a greater shad- 
ing from the foliage and maintain 
higher yields where wilt is a prob- 
lem because of larger number of 
plants escape the infection. 

The best spacing for individual 
growers depends on the size of 
plants which the field produces. 
The distance between plants should 
be in direct proportion to the fer- 
tility of the soil. Where plant 
height is not expected. to exceed 
five feet, an average of four inch- 
es or less between plants is near 


optiimum for yield and picking ef- 
ficiency. 


Where growth generally is tall 
and rank, there is a tendency for 
heavily fruited plants to lodge. If 
plant height is expected to be 
| greater than five feet, five to six 
inches or more between plants 
may reduce lodging. 

Growers may easily estimate their 
plant population by making stand 
;counts in several locations in the 
field. Strips of 13 ft. 1 in. on 40 in. 
row spacing or 13 ft. 9 in. on 38 
inch row spacing are equal 
|1/000 of an acre. By counting 
Plants within this length and mul- 
| tiplying by 1000, a grower can de- 
termine the plant population.

VISALIA, May 22 — Turkey 
eggs held at temperatures over 
80° F suffer a definite reduction 
in hatchability, according to Farm 
Advisor W. F, Rooney. Refrigera- 
tion is required at this time of 
year for ideal conditions. Temper- 
atures of 50 to 60 degrees and a 
relative humidity of 80 per cent 
are recommended for egg holding 
rooms. To prevent sweating it 
may be necessary to use tempera- 
tures closer to 60° F.
